$1 Million Gym Ready in February, 1962. 


Compietion of the new wom- 
en's gymnasium, undertaken at 
a cost of over $1 million, is 
tentatively set for February of 
1962 

Contract agreement calls for 
termination of construction by 
the beginning of the spring 
semester of that year. However, 
any deadline cannot be termed 


precisely accurate at this early 
date, according to Dr. F. Blair 
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Mayne; executive dean at Sac- 
ramento State College. 

After completion, the south 
wing of the proposed structure 
will join the north wing of the 
present gym to combine the 
two into a large horseshoe- 
shaped building.

During Summer Session 


Contract agreement has set June 19 as the completion 
date for two swimming pools now under final stages of 
construction between the men’s and new women’s gym- 


nasiums. 

Students enrolled in 
have access to both pools 
between 1:30 and 6:30 p.m. 
on Monday through Friday 
during the six-week period. 
Admission will be granted 
only to ASSSC card holders and 
employees of the college 

A general admission program 
is prohibited by state college 
regulations, 

The larger of the two pools, 
75 feet and one inch by 42 feet, 
will be used primarily for rec- 
reational purposes and distance 
swimming competitions. Its 
depth varies from four feet at 
one end to five feet at the other. 
Pools intended for use in in- 
tercoliegiate competition are 
required by regulation to ex- 
ceed 75 feet in length 

The other, measuring 60 feet 
and one inch by 30 feet, is de- 
signed for diving instruction 
and competition. Its depth 
ranges from 13 to 10 feet and 
features two one-meter boards 
plus one three-meter board. 
Two giass-plated port windows 
are located three feet below the 
surface level. 

A small observation room di- 
rectly behind these will permit 
spectator viewing of underwater 
activities. 

Radiant heated decks sur- 
rounding both pools will per- 


cated in the west section, cor- 
responding to the west section 
of the present athletic building. 

In short, the construction’s 
floor plan is designed to sym- 
metrically resemble that of the 
present building. Exterior archi- 
tectural design will also be 
similar.

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Campus Growth Predicted Enrollment

Students attending Sac- 
ramento State College in 
future years will see a dif- 
ferent campus from that of 
today. The constantly up- 
dated master building plan 
now in operation is de- 
signed to provide adequate 
facilities for a larger college of 
tomorrow 

Student body growth keynotes 
expansion of the plan, explains 
Dr. F. Blair Mayne, executive 
dean 

Scheduled for completion in 
the next few years are new art 
and music buildings and an ad- 
dition to the present Life Sci- 
ence Building. The new art 
building will be located between 
the present art and home eco- 
nomics buildings and should be 
completed in 1962. 

Outdoor Theater Replaced 


replace the present outdoo! 
theater during the fall of 1963 
or later. It is anticipated that 
the language laboratories will 
then be moved into the Music- 
Speech building. The addition 
to the Life Science building will 
extend to and tie in with the 
chemistry building. 

This enlarged structure will 
house anthropology, chemistry, 
life science and nursing depart 
ments. Date for completion has 
not been set. 

Mayne indicates that origin- 
ally a hypothetical “controlled” 
enrollment of 2,500 students 
was calculated. Since then the 
estimate was raised to 5,000 and 
later to 10,000 where it now 
stands. Ultimately, the long 
range plan will provide for 
20,000 students.

With the 1961 buseball season still in its infant stages, 
Las Vegas oddmakers have made the always-powerful 
New York Yankees strong favorites to capture the Amer- 
ican League pennant. In the National League the “ex- 
perts’” are undecided between Pittsburg, Milwaukee and 
Los Angeles. The San Francisco Giants incidentially, are 
picked to finish fourth. 


Before the campaign opened

Mickey 
already has seven home runs to his credit and is 
handling his centerfield duties more than adequately. 


Yogi Berra is also off to a fast start and should have 
another good year or two left. Roger Maris, last year’s 
most valuable player in the American League, is currently 
in a hitting slump, but the way Mantle and Berra are 
blasting the ball, this is of little consequence. Maris, how- 
ever, will probably shake his slump and should drive in 
more than his share of runs for the Yanks. 

New York's pitching, the weakest link in a not-so- 
weak chain, hasn't been spectacular to date, but has been 
adequate. 

Probably the biggest blow to Yankee chances came 
early this year when general manager Frank Lane an- 
nounced that his Kansas City Athletics would no longer

Recently it was announced to 
those of us who are in our sec- 
end year of Russian that this 
was “it! Enjoy it while you 
may, students. Sacramento State 
will net previde any further op- 
portunity for you to develop 
fluency in the Russian language. 
Two years, evidently, they feel 
is enough training to enabie you 
to communicate in this langu- 
age. 

he Russian language is a 
very difficult one. Two years of 
study enables one to begin sim- 
ple everyday conversations, 
sance one must first learn a new 
alphabet and a very compli- 
eated grammar basic to a read- 
ing command. 

When I came to Sacramento 
State College in the fall of | 959, 
I was delighted to find that Rus- 
sian 1A was offered, with sub- 
sequent courses promised as we 
progressed. It was indicated that 
possibly a minor in Russian 
might be offered in the future. 
I was overjoyed and signed up. 

Now, after four short semes- 
ters, we are “left in the jurch.” 
Students wish te further their 
proficiency in the language to 
go into government service or 
eventually to teach the langu- 
age. We have two native speak- 
ers in our class, one of whom 
is preparing to teach Russian 
Surely two years of elementary 
Russian gives them very little, 
if anything, new 

The U.S. Dept. of National 
Defense lists the Russian lan- 
guage at the top of a list of 
items for which there ts a na 
tional need. The government de- 
clares Russian. a critical lan- 
guage for our nation, We need 
people proficient in the lan- 
guage, and SSC is deleting their 
Russian program. They are of 
fering no further courses and, 
as if that ien't enough, they are 
discontinuing Russian 1A. No 
one will have the opportunity to 
even start tudying Russian 
next fall on this campus 

A state law requires a college 
to offer at least two years of 
anv foreign language There 
fore. if they had offered Russian 
1A. they would have been ob 
ligated until 1963. Now it ts por 


sible fox the college to discon 








tinue the language by 1962. 

Why this decision? in trying 
to find an answer to my ques 
tion, I searched threugh the Ad- 
ministration building from the 
dean of instruction, assistant 
dean of instruetion to the ad- 
ministrative assistant to the 
dean to the office of the bus- 
iness manager and, finally, to 
the head of the language depart- 
ment. Nowhere was I able to 
obtain an answer without 
“strings.” The solution seems 
to have many facets 

In sum, we, the iatelligent 
pepulation of California, 
through cur representatives, the 
legislators, feel it more im- 
portant to pay $1,031,809 for a 
swimming pool and trappings 
than to pay a teacher of Russian 
$94 » month! 

Tnis is progressive education 
in America?

Willis Questions 

Dave Willis, Council ex-officio 
member, then questioned the 
need for such an association if 
its function was to govern its 
members who are already sub- 
ject to ASSSC control and other 
diversified controls.
